In later years, 
operating from his own 77-story 
skyscraper in mid-Manhattan and 
director of 26 plants in five states 
and three foreign countries, 
ho 


still referred to himself as "a ma- 
chinist." 
Born In Wamego, 
Kan., 
or. 


April 2, 1875, Chrysler attended 
school In Ellis, Kan., where his 
family moved in 1878. 
He was the son of a locomotive 


engineer—and his interest in the 
huge driving wheels and the sim- 
ple old boiler of his father's en- 
gine Induced him to launch his 
own career as'a simple railroad 
workman. 
From this beginning, Chrysler's 


ambition and mechanical ability 
led him far afield. In 1908. with 
$4,300 in 
borrowed money and
